years of the reign of his Majesty King George the 
Fourth, intituled, “ An Act for the better Administration of Justice 
at the holding of Petty Sessions by Justices of the Peace in Ireland,” 

5 the Constabulary Police in Ireland have been prohibited executing the 
Warrants of Magistrates on convictions for penalties under the several 
laws in force for the preservation and protection of the Salmon Fish 
and Fisheries in Ireland ; and inasmuch as the aid of the Police is ab- 
solutely necessary for the more effectual execution of such Warrants ; 

10 it rljem'oix c£ltncteh, by The QUEEN’S most Excellent Ma- 
jesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, THAT so much of the said recited 4 G J 4 
Act of the fourth year of the reign of King George the Fourth as c. 67. s'. 17, 
15 prohibits the Constabulary Police in Ireland from executing the War- lcpeaIed ' 
rants of Magistrates on convictions for penalties under the several 
laws in force for the preservation and protection of the Salmon Fish 
and Fisheries in Ireland, be hereby Repealed ; and that from and after 
the passing of this Act the several Chief and Sub-constables in Ire- 
20 land shall and they are hereby required to execute all and every War- 

rant and Warrants of Magistrates for such penalties as shall be filtrate, 
directed and delivered to them for that purpose.

AND whereas the .several Proprietors and Farmers of the several 
Salmon Fisheries within this kingdom in general are continually dis-, 
turbed in the enjoyment of their said several Salmon Fisheries, and 
such Salmon Fisheries are greatly injured by several persons on pre- 
tence of deep sea fishing at the mouths of the several rivers and in 5 
and along the sea-coasts of Ireland ; HE it therefore Enacted, That 
from and after the passing of this Act no person or persons what- 
soever shall make use of any boat, or fish with any net or nets of any 
kind with or without a sale rope, or. make use of any instrument what- 
ever for taking or killing Salmon, or shall lake or kill any Salmon 10 
in the sea, at the mouth of any river, or within One Mile of the sea- 
coast of any part of Ireland ; and if any person shall offend herein, 
every such offender, being thereof convicted by confession, or by the 
testimony of One credible witness, upon oath, before some One or 
more Justice or Justices of the Peace for the county next adjoining 15 
the place where such offence shall be committed, which oath such 
Justice or Justices of the Peace is or are hereby empowered and required 
to administer, shall for every such offence forfeit the sum of Five 
Pounds sterling, together with the boat or boats, net or nets, with all ' 
and every other instrument made use of in committing such offence, 20 
the same to be levied by the warrant of such Justice or Justices by 
distress and sale of the offender’s goods, and to be paid to the informer 
or informers, or person or persons, who shall sue for the same ; arid 
if no sufficient distress cun be found, the offender shall by the like 
warrant be committed to the county gaol, there to remain without 25 
bail or mainprize for such time, not exceeding Six Months , nor less 
than Three Months, as such Justice or Justices shall appoint, and to 
be kept to hard labour during such period, unless such forfeiture 
shall in the meantime be paid, in which ease the ottender shall be 
enlarged. 30 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That this Act, or any thing 
herein contained, shall not extend, or be construed to extend, to 
abridge or invalidate the right of any Proprietor or Farmer of the 
several Salmon Fisheries in Ireland to fish in navigable rivers or 
waters, or in estuaries, or at the mouths of any rivers in Ireland, 35 
where such fisheries exist; but that each and every of them shall and 
may, according to the laws and orders made and to be made, and 
settled, for the good order, rule and government of such navigable 
rivers and waters, estuaries or mouths of rivers, use the trade of 
fishing as they lawfully might have done before the making of this 40 
Act ; any thing herein contained to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And be it Enacted, That if the Justice or Justices of the Peace of 
any county or counties in Ireland, where the penalty or penalties, 
or forfeitures to be incurred by virtue of this Act, shall neglect or 

refuse 
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refuse to hear and determine any complaint to be made in virtue 
hereof, or upon hearing, and sufficient proof being made of the 
offence, shall refuse to grant his or their warrant or warrants for the 
purpose aforesaid, that such Justice or Justices shall for such neglect 
5 or refusal forfeit the penalty of Twenty Pounds, and that the informer 
or informers shall and may sue for and recover such penalty or for- 
feiture from such Justice or Justices, by process of Civil Bill, before 
the Assistant Barrister at any Quarter Sessions of the Peace to be 
held in and for the division of such county where such Justice or 
10 Justices usually reside, upon Twelve Days' previous service of such 
Civil Bill ; provided, however, that no such Action shall be main- 
tained unless the same shall bo commenced within Six Months after 
such forfeiture as aforesaid.
